Fiscal Cliff Stalemate Continues 


Obama, Boehner 
meet again but leave 
with no solution 


Washington 

With time growing short and no 
fiscal cliff progress evident, Pres- 
ident Barack Obama and Republi- 
can House Speaker John Boehner 
met for face-to-face negotiations 
late Thursday at the White House. 

The meeting, which ended with 
no immediate indication of prog- 
ress from either side, came short- 
ly after Boehner publicly accused 
Obama of dragging out negotia- 
tions on a federal tax-and-spend- 
ing agreement that would avoid 
an economy-threatening series of 
wide-ranging tax increases and 
spending cuts that could come 
in less than three weeks. Other 
Republicans said such a tactic 
seemed to be working in making 
it more likely a deal would include 
higher tax rates for the wealthy. 

The two leaders offered no pub- 
lic comments following the sit- 
down, their second face-to-face 
meeting of the week.

One of President Barack Obama's top Senate allies, Democratic Sen. 
Dick Durbin, said Thursday that an increase in the Medicare eligibility age is “no 
longer one of the items being considered by the White House" in fiscal cliff ne- 
gotiations. increasing the eligibility age is a key demand by Republicans seek- 
ing cost curbs in popular benefit programs in exchange for higher tax revenues. 
Durbin’s comments on the Medicare eligibility age were surprising, since nego- 
tiators including Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid have been careful to not 
preclude the possibility of agreeing to such an increase — perhaps as a conces- 
sion in a potential deal between Obama and House Speaker John Boehner. (ap) 


An impasse between Obama 
and Boehner over the president’s 
demand for higher tax rates on 
household incomes over $250,000 
continues to be a main obstacle 
in negotiations to avoid broad tax 
increases and spending cuts that 
will be triggered automatically on 
Jan. 1. Boehner says the president 
refuses to offer spending cuts to 
popular benefit programs like Medi- 
care whose costs are rapidly rising. 

“Unfortunately, the White House 
is so unserious about cutting spend- 
ing that it appears willing to slow- 
walk any agreement and walk our 
economy right up to the fiscal cliff,” 
Boehner said Thursday. 

But there’s increasing resigna- 
tion within the GOP that Obama 
is going to prevail on the rate issue 
since the alternative is to allow taxes 
on all workers to go way up when 
Bush-era tax cuts expire Dec. 31. 

“I think it’s time to end the 
debate on rates,” said Sen. Richard 
Burr, R-N.C. “It’s exactiy what both 
parties are for. We’re for extend- 
ing the middle-class rates. We can 
debate the upper-end rates and 
what they are when we get into tax 
reform.” Andrew taylor (ap)

Rice Drops Secretary of State Bid 



Backstory 


U.N. Ambassador Susan Rice had become the 

face of the bungled administration account of what 
happened in Benghazi, Libya, on Sept. 11, 2012, when 
four Americans, including the U.S. ambassador to 
Libya, were killed in what is now known to have been 
a terrorist attack. Rice may end up close to President 
Barack Obama’s side in another way, as his national 
security adviser, should Tom Donilon move on to 
another position. The security adviser position 
would not require Senate confirmation, (ap) 


Move elevates Kerry 
as likely ehoice to be 
nation’s top diplomat 

Washington 

Susan Rice, the embattled U.N. 
ambassador, abruptly withdrew 
from consideration to be the next 
secretary of state on Thursday after 
a bitter, weekslong standoff with 
Republican senators who declared 
they would vigorously fight her 
nomination. 

Rice withdrew her name in a 
letter to President Barack Obama, 
saying she was convinced the 
confirmation process would be 
“lengthy, disruptive and costly 
— to you and to our most press- 
ing national and international 
priorities.” 

Obama has been weighing 
whether a Rice nomination would 
be worth the fight. He accepted her 


decision with a shot at Republicans. 

“While I deeply regret the unfair 
and misleading attacks on Susan 
Rice in recent weeks, her decision 
demonstrates the strength of her 
character,” he said. 

Obama made clear Rice would 
remain in his inner circle, saying 
he was grateful she would stay 
as “our ambassador at the Unit- 
ed Nations and a key member of 
my Cabinet and national security 


team.” Rice, too, said in her letter 
she would be staying. 

The reluctant announcement 
makes Massachusetts Sen. John 
Kerry the likely choice to be the 
nation’s next top diplomat when 
Hillary Rodham Clinton departs 
soon. The Democrat issued a state- 
ment Thursday praising Rice, say- 
ing she was “an extraordinarily 
capable and dedicated public ser- 
vant.” BEN FELLER (AP)

A European court issued a Landmark 
ruling Thursday that condemned the 
CIA’s so-called extraordinary rendi- 
tions programs and bolstered those 
who say they were iUegally kidnapped 
and tortured as part of an overzealous 
war on terrorism. The European Court 
of Human Rights ruled that a German 
car salesman was a victim of torture 
and abuse, in a Long-awaited victory for 
a man who said he was mistaken for a

Massive study charts 
how health shifts as 
the world modernizes

The health of most of the planet’s 
population is rapidly coming to 
resemble that of the United States, 
where death in childhood is rare, 
too much food is a bigger problem 
than too little, and life is long and 
often darkened by disability. 

The most expansive global look 
so far at life expectancy and its 
biggest health threats found high 
blood pressure is now the leading 
“risk factor” for disease. Low back 
pain now causes more disabili- 
ty than childbirth complications. 

“We are in transition to a world 
where disability is the dominant 
concern as opposed to premature

Homicides 
in Latin America 

Homicide is the No.3 
killerof men in Latin 
America's “homicide 
belt”; it ranks 20th 
worldwide. In the U.S., 
it is the 21st cause of 
death in men, and in 
Western Europe, 57th. 



Suicide in Asia 

Whilesuicide ranks 
globally as the21st 
leading killer, it is 
as high as the ninth 
top cause of death in 
women across Asia’s 
“suicide belt," from 
India to China. 



Diabetes in Africa 

In people aged 15-49, 
diabetes is a bigger 
killer in Africa than in 
Western Europe (8.8 
deaths versus 1 death 
per 100,000). Diabetes 
as a cause of death is 
rising, the study found.

ray of the University of Washing- 
ton, who led the Global Burden of 
Disease Study published Thursday. 

Produced by researchers at 302 
institutions, the study charts the 
effect of 235 causes of death, every- 
thing from AIDS to alcoholism to 
bladder cancer, from 1990 to 2010. 

It provides both a broad portrait 
of 7 billion people and a detailed 
look at 187 nations to give govern- 
ments, donors and researchers an 
idea of what to plan for. 

Population aging, declining 
poverty and smaller family size 
have been the major forces in the 
world’s health profile, but improve- 
ments in medicine and public 
health have also made a difference. 

More people are surviving to 
die of diseases that occur only in 
old age, the study indicated. At the 
same time, people are living with 
conditions that don’t kill them but 
affect their health. 

Malnutrition was once the main 
health threat for children. Now, 
ever 3 rwhere except Africa, they are 
much more likely to overeat than 
to starve, (the Washington post/ap)

Russia; Syria’s Regime May Fall 


Beirut 

Syria’s most powerful ally and pro- 
tector, Russia, began positioning 
itself Thursday for the fall of Pres- 
ident Bashar Assad, saying for the 
first time that rebels might over- 
throw him and preparing to evac- 
uate thousands of Russian citizens 
from the country. 

“It’s necessary to look at the 
facts: There is a trend for the gov- 
ernment to progressively lose con- 
trol over an increasing part of the 
territory,” Russian Deputy Foreign 
Minister Mikhail Bogdanov said.

Found Hanged 

London 

A nurse was found hanging in her 
room three days after she had been 
duped by a hoax call from Austra- 
lian DJs about the pregnant Duchess 
of Cambridge, a U.K. inquest was 
told Thursday. The case is being 
treated as a suicide. 

Police detective chief inspector 
James Harman said Jacintha Sal- 
danha, 46, also had injuries to her 
wrists. He told the inquest that three 
notes from Saldanha were found. He 
said there were no suspicious cir- 
cumstances, meaning nobody else 
was involved in Saldanha’s death. 

Saldanha answered the phone 
when two DJs called about the for- 
mer Kate Middleton, who was being 
treated for morning sickness. The 
DJs impersonated Queen Eliza- 
beth H and Prince Charles, and 
Saldanha transferred the call to 
another nurse, who revealed private 
details about the duchess’s condi- 
tion.

Surveys Say? 

When the D.C. Taxicab Commission said it want- 
ed the public to start weighing in this week on pos- 
sible color schemes for VVashington's fleet, I'm not 
sure it was expecting the reaction it was about to 
get from Brian Feldman. Standing outside the Veri- 
zon Center, where four of the sample paint jobs are 
on display, the Deanwood resident simply shook his 
head and blurted out, "Terrible!” 


He was staring at a vehicle with 
diagonal lime and yellow stripes 
that vaguely resembles the Jamai- 
can flag. “I can’t wait to not ride 
in one of those,” said Feldman, 
who’d seen pictures online of the 
nine potential designs and want- 
ed to get a better look. The verdict? 
“They’re even uglier in person.” 

Some members of the D.C. 
Council seem to agree, which is 
why they’re considering halting 
the contest. Maybe while they’re 
at it, they can also put a stop to the 
Department of Transportation’s 
poll to pick a tagline for the forth- 
coming D.C. Streetcar. 

Anyone who votes (the poll 
at Surveymonkey.com/s/dcstreet 
car2 ends today) has to choose 
the least of six evils. “Uncover the 


District” could be a bad cop show. 
“Let’s Go!” is a line of travel guide- 
books. “Your Next Connection” — 
and the similar “Make Your Next 
Connection” — sound too much 
like online dating. And “The Dis- 
trict Discovered” and “District at 
Your Doorstep” leave much to be 
desired. (Although I do support 
naming the streetcar Desire.) 

I can’t imagine why anyone 
thought these choices would get 
a positive response. Then again, I 
also can’t understand the survey 
results that came out last week 
fromWMATA. 

The transit agency reported 
that 80 percent of respondents 
indicated a high satisfaction with 
rail service, 84 percent indicat- 
ed a high satisfaction with bus 


service, and 79 percent of Metro 
users reported a high likelihood 
that they’d recommend riding to 
a friend. 

Given the kvetching I hear con- 
stantly, those numbers are hard to 
believe. But I guess 
if you’re compar- 
ing Metro to a com- 
peting, nonexistent 
rail system in D.C., 
it fares pretty well. 

Maybe that’s 
why even despite 
the high numbers, 
Metro announced 
another survey Wednesday. 

This new one (available at 
WMATA.com/momentumsurvey 
through Dec. 31) promises to give 
folks “a say in the future of transit” 
by letting them rank in importance 
potential safety improvements, 
ways to improve the quality of ser- 
vice, and accommodations for pas- 
sengers with disabilities. 

Unlike the streetcar taglines, I 
wish I could pick them all. Can’t we 
repair the system, relieve crowding, 
circulate more police and improve 
information delivery during inci- 
dents and emergencies? 

Washingtonians aren’t used 
to having a vote that counts for 
much, so it’s nice to feel like our 
opinions matter. 

All this surveying, however, 
isn’t doing anything to improve 
transportation. D.C. could handle 
lime-and-yellow-striped taxis as 
long as they were clean, accept- 
ed credit cards and took people 
where they wanted to go. No one 
cares what the tagline for the D.C. 
Streetcar is — they just want it to 
start running. 

And the city doesn’t need to 
conduct a survey to figure these 
things out.

D.C. Medical Pot Closer to Reality 


Dispensary, growing 
center win approval 
to occupy buildings 

Washington 

The District has given one medi- 
cal marijuana dispensary and one 
marijuana growing center permis- 
sion to occupy their buildings, a big 
step in the arduous process of get- 
ting the city’s program operational. 

The D.C. Department of Con- 
sumer and Regulatory Affairs 
granted the “certificates of occu- 
pancy” Tuesday, clearing the way 
for the cultivation center at 1840 
Fenwick St. NE and a dispensa- 


ry at 1334 North Capitol Ave. NW 
to undertake final preparations 
before opening. 

The Holistic Remedies dispen- 
sary will be allowed to begin grow- 
ing up to 95 marijuana plants at 
a time — the maximum allowed 
under the city’s medical law — once 
the Department of Health inspects 
the facility. 

The Center Care dispensary 
must get the green light from the 
Health Department before open- 
ing. It will then take at least 60 
days for the cultivation center to 
grow its first crop and distribute 
it to the dispensary. 

Council member David Catania, 
I-At Large, chairman of the Health

Department, said in a statement 
that the certificates of occupancy 
“put us at long last at the threshold 
of an operational medical marijua- 


na infrastructure in the District. 

“Individuals suffering from 
painful, chronic and life-threat- 
ening diseases will soon be able 
to access the medication they need 
right here in the District,” Cata- 
nia said. “While the process has 
taken longer than anyone would 
have liked, I am pleased that we 
now appear to be only a few short 
months from the existence of a 
responsible, well-regulated med- 
ical marijuana program.” 

The D.C. Council authorized 
medical marijuana in 2009, 
following up on a 1998 refer- 
endum in which voters over- 
whelmingly supported the idea.

est buildings on the National Mall, 
the Smithsonian Castle, was quar- 
ried by slaves. 

The Washington Post has 
reported that anthropology pro- 
fessor Mark Auslander of Central 


Washington University is publish- 
ing new work that shows some 
slaves likely owned by Martha 
Washington were responsible for 
quarrying the stone. 

Auslander does not contend 
that slaves participated directly 
in building the castle.

Conflicted 
On Charity 

A recent act of kindness in NYC inspires 
debate over how to best help the homeless 


New York 

During her two decades living in Hous- 
ton, Caroline Oliver, like any urban 
dweller, frequently encountered peo- 
ple in the streets asking for money. 
She struggled with how to respond. 
She wanted to help, but in a useful way. 

And so when Oliver, a mother of two 
who now lives in Austin, read about 
the New York police officer who was 
photographed giving a new pair of all- 
weather boots to a barefoot man on a 
cold street, she was moved. 


“He couldn’t just walk away,” she 
says. 

When the story, which went viral 
thanks to a photograph snapped by a 
tourist, turned out to be more compli- 
cated, as they often do, Oliver admired 
the officer’s gesture just as much. Sure, 
the man may not have been homeless, 
as many had presumed. And, yes, he 
turned up on the streets soon after, 
shoeless again, telling the New York 
Times he’d hidden the boots because 
they were “worth a lot of money.” 

But still, the officer “saw a need and

fulfilled it,” Oliver says. 

One might think that advocates for 
the homeless and the poor would say 
the complicated shoeless-man saga 
shows precisely why people should give 
money to organizations and not ran- 
domly on the streets. But some say that 
giving on the street is a highly personal 
and sometimes deeply rewarding act. 

“I probably am as conflicted as any- 
one about giving people money on the 
streets, and I’ve been doing this for 32 
years,” says Neil Donovan, executive 
director of the National Coalition for 
the Homeless, who said he applauds 


the NYPD officer for “an act of love” — 
regardless of the complications. 

Donovan notes that a number of 
municipalities across the country have 
tried to discourage panhandling by set- 
ting parking meters to accept donations 
for the homeless. But there’s something 
missing in that transaction, he notes. 

“The idea of leaving money at a 
parking meter strips us of the whole 
opportunity to give and receive, which 
are both great acts,” Donovan says. 

Donovan thinks so many have seized 
on the NYPD officer’s story because he 
did what they hope they would do in 
the same circumstances. 

Like her fellow New Yorkers, Kathy 
Zimmer constantly encounters people 
asking for money. This is the season — 
the holiday months, as temperatures 
drop — when she tends to give more. 

And yet, like many, Zimmer has a 
litmus test of sorts. She’s sympathetic 
if someone is displaying a talent, such 
as playing an instrument. But if they 
look healthy and more able to work, she 
says, she’s less likely to give. 

There’s a common desire to help 
people who help themselves, says 
Nan Roman, president and CEO of 
the National Alliance to End Home- 
lessness. “A lot of people think one 
shouldn’t give on the street because 
it’s enabling,” Roman says. 

She suggests giving to advocacy 
groups, which she does herself. “I think 
that’s the longer-term answer,” she says. 

Adds Donovan: “Maybe [the NYPD 
story] will be something that causes 
people to say, ‘Hey, why don’t I give to 
the shelter this year?’ ” 

But still there will be the spon- 
taneous, daily calculations of peo- 
ple like Zimmer, who shrugged and 
smiled when reminded of the NYPD 
officer’s story. 

“You never know in New York 
what the real story is,” Zimmer said.

Around Redskins Park, the status 
of Robert Griffin III has become 
the biggest state secret in a city 
full of them. 

Griffin’s knee injury — a Grade 
1 LCL sprain — has kept everyone 
in Washington on pins and needles 
since the Washington Redskins’ 
rookie quarterback was forced to 
leave last week’s Baltimore game 
after being crushed by Ravens nose 
tackle Haloti Ngata. 

As the Redskins prepared for

Outfield slugger stays 
within AL West after 
free-agent signing 

Major League Baseball 

Josh Hamilton left the Texas Rang- 
ers on Thursday and agreed to a 
$125 million, five-year contract 
with the Los Angeles Angels. 

Rangers general manager Jon 
Daniels said the slugging free- 
agent outfielder had reached a deal 
with the AL West rival Angels. Two 
people familiar with the talks dis- 
closed the amount and length of the 
contract, speaking on condition of 
anonymity because the agreement 
was not yet final. 

Hamilton’s $25 million average 
salary matches Philadelphia first 


baseman Ryan Howard for the sec- 
ond-highest in baseball, trailing 
only Alex Rodriguez’s $27.5 mil- 
lion average with the New York 
Yankees. 

Texas had hoped to re-sign the 
2010 AL Most Valuable Player, who 
led the Rangers to consecutive 
World Series appearances in 2010 
and 2011. Speaking Thursday after 
a Rangers’ holiday luncheon, Dan- 
iels said he had just been informed 
of the decision by Hamilton’s agent, 
Michael Moye. 

Daniels said he was disap- 
pointed “to some degree,” espe- 
cially since the Rangers never 
got a chance to match any offer 
during the process, as they had 
expected. Or at least get contact- 
ed before Hamilton agreed with 
another team.

Going Bust? 


A mass exodus from 
the Big East calls its 
fate into question 

NCAA 

The seven Big East schools that 
don’t play FBS football spoke 
with the conference commissioner 
Thursday about possibly breaking 
from a league that has been dras- 
tically reshaped. Such a breakup 
would be complicated and could 
conceivably kill the Big East. 

Commissioner Mike Aresco con- 
ferred by phone with the leaders of 
those seven schools, according to a 
person familiar with the situation. 

The current Big East football 
membership includes only four 
schools — South Florida, Connect- 
icut and Cincinnati, Temple — that 
are committed to the league beyond

2013. But there are 11 schools with 
plans to join the Big East in the 
next three years, including Boise 
State and San Diego State for foot- 
ball only in 2013. 

Because those schools won’t be 
members until next summer, the 
nonfootball schools in the Big East 
could try to vote to dissolve the con- 
ference now. Or they could leave the 
league without financial penalty. 

The schools that do not play FBS 
level football are St. John’s, George- 
town, Marquette, DePaul, Seton 
Hall, Providence and Villanova. 

The USA Today, citing two 
sources, reported Thursday night 
that the seven schools have elect- 
ed to exit the league. 

Who owns the rights to the 
name Big East could even be up in 
the air, and if the basketball side of 
the Big East is weakened it could 
decrease the value of the confer- 
ence to television networks.

The annual amount in TV contracts 
that the Big East would like to sign, 
though some estimates have been 
as lowas $60 million, (ap) 


If the TV money isn’t up to the 
Big East’s projections, it could cause 
some of the future members, espe- 
cially Boise State and San Diego 
State, to reconsider joining. 

Conference realignment has 
whittled away the Big East, cost- 
ing it many of its oldest and most 
prominent members in the last 16 
months. Pittsburgh and Syracuse 
are going to the Atiantic Coast Con- 
ference next year. West Virginia has 
moved to the Big 12. Louisville is 
headed to the ACC and Rutgers to 
the Big Ten, maybe as soon as 2014. 

The Big East’s long-term plan 
is to form a 12- to 14-team football 
conference spanning coast to coast, 
while also having a large basket- 
ball league with many of its tradi- 
tional members, ralph d. russo (ap)

apartment communities forbid hav- 
ing them in units. Check with your 
landlord or management company 
before you chop anything down. 

If your landlord won’t allow a 
live tree, you can always go faux 
— most fake trees are fire retar- 
dant, Faust says. 

If you do get a live tree, keep 
it well-watered. “Dry trees ignite 
more quickly,” Faust says. “If nee- 
dles are falling off the tree, or if you 
can break a needle with your fin- 
gers, it’s too dry.” 

To prevent your tannenbaum 
from becoming a firebomb, place 
it at least 3 feet away from electri- 
cal sockets and heating vents. And 
don’t put it in front of any exits.

Light the Lights 

Speaking of not setting your tree 
on fire, make sure your Christ- 
mas-tree lights don’t have frayed 
wires or broken bulbs that could 
cause a spark. “My rule of thumb 
is that after three years, you really 
should get new lights,” says Nancy 
Harvey Steorts, the former chair- 
woman of the U.S. Consumer Prod- 
uct Safety Commission (National 
safetyexpert.com). 

If you use an extension cord 
with your lights, make sure it’s not 
frayed or worn. Don’t run an exten- 
sion cord anywhere where there is 
foot traffic, including under a rug. 
Not only could people trip on it, but 
it makes the cord fray more quickly. 

Be sure the lights you buy have 
been certified by a third-party 
inspection company such as UL 
(UL.com) or MET Laboratories 
(Metlabs.com). You’ll see their ini- 
tials stamped on the packages of 
approved products. 

“There are a lot of lights that 
come from around the world and 
aren’t up to code,” Steorts says. 

No matter how high-end your 
lights, don’t plug more than three 
strands of lights into one anoth- 
er. That’s all most Christmas-tree 
lights can handle, and creating 
superlong strings of them increas- 
es the chances that you’ll blow a 
fuse or start a fire.

Just as you shouldn’t overload 
your lights, don’t overload your 
sockets when you plug lights in. If 
the only socket available already 
has half of Apple’s product line 
plugged into it, it might be a good 
time to invest in a high-quality 
power strip.

Up to Snuff 

Candles are a joyful reminder of the 
holiday spirit — and a fire hazard. 

“We see lots of people who use 
candles and then leave the room, 
forget about them,” says Fire Mar- 
shal Faust. A three-alarm fire in a 


Logan Circle apartment building 
started that way in 2010, displacing 
21 people. “A person left an unat- 
tended candle, and it completely 
burned out their entire apartment, 
and extended out to the apartment 
down the hall,” Faust says. 

Here’s an easy rule of thumb 
to avoid making your neighbors 
homeless: 


“If you leave the room, the can- 
dles should be extinguished,” Ste- 
orts says. “I have seen too many 
cases where people have left 
the living room and gone to 
the dining room for dinner, 
and lights have fallen over.” 

With that in mind, we’d 
like to propose a new hol- 
iday tradition: testing your 
smoke alarms or smoke detec- 


tors. Every apartment is required 
by law to have at least one smoke 
alarm or detector. But while hous-

es in the District are required to 
have a smoke alarm in every sleep- 
ing area, there are no similar laws 
governing apartments. 

“This is a policy decision,” Eaust 
says. “I think it should be one alarm 
in every sleeping area, but it’s up 
to the building manager.” 

If you want to bug your landlord 
to install extra smoke alarms, the 
D.C. Eire Department recommends 
the kind with a 10-year lithium bat- 
tery sealed inside. “You can’t pull 
the battery out,” Eaust says. “So 
you can’t use it in a remote control.”

If your kitchen is tiny, you may 
be tempted to store your cereal in 
that convenient nook above your 
stovetop. Don’t do it. Keep com- 
bustibles — food or otherwise — 
at least 3 feet away from anything 
that gets hot. 

Even if your stove area is clear, 
never leave the room while things 
are cooking. “Unattended cooking 
is one of our biggest [causes of fire] 
all year, not just the holiday sea- 
son,” Eaust says. 

If you plan to do a lot of holi- 
day cooking, invest in a fire extin- 
guisher and learn how to use it. It 
could make the difference between 
a few panicky moments and a huge, 
costly fire. 

“We used to tell people not to 
worry about putting the fire out, 
just make sure you get out and 
are safe,” Eaust says. “We now see 
that 30 percent of incipient fires 
are actually put out by fire extin- 
guishers.” 

With a little thought and prep- 
aration, you can ensure that your 
holiday celebration will go down 
in a blaze of glory, not an actual

Michael Bastian 


GANT DESIGNER, PREPPY EAN 


Mix one part flannel-wearing 
Maine fisherman and two parts 
JFK in khakis and a crisp blazer, 
and you’ve nearly summarized 
New York designer Michael 
Bastian’s vibe. Named the 2011 
Menswear Designer of the Year by 
the prestigious Council of Fashion 
Designers of America, Bastian 
shows off his knack for sharp 
tailoring and new spins on preppy in 
his high-end, eponymous collection 
and in his collaboration with Gant, 
the old-school sportswear company 
founded in New Haven, Conn., in 
1947. Gant opened its first D.C. store 
in Georgetown last month (3239 M 
St. NW; 202-625-1949). 

Does your Gant stuff differ from 
your namesake collection? 

The designer line is really more 
for a connoisseur. We’re playing 


around with cashmere and 
handwork, and the narrative maybe 
goes a little deeper. But with Gant, 
it’s just about making cool clothes. 

How did Gant end up in D.C.? 

We did a photo campaign at a D.C. 
private school a few years ago and 
ended up spending a lot of time in 
Georgetown. It felt like a place that 
would be really right for the brand, 
especially since Gant does the best 
in classic American towns with a 
young edge. 

You’re in love with the all- 
American look— khakis, tweeds, 
stripes. Why can’t you — or most 
guys — leave that behind? 

It’s funny, I just feel like the classics 
are how guys look best — girls, 
too. It’s what I grew up with in the 
1970s and 1980s, that great moment 


for American menswear when 
Ralph Lauren was in his prime. I 
was also inspired by how my dad 
and his friends were dressing in 
the ’70s in upstate New York, lots 
of down and polar fleece. 


“It*s funny, I 
just feel like the 
classics are how 
guys look best — 
girls, too.*’ 


And the fall-winter collection for 
Gant was inspired by the 1980s in 
Boston? 

Yes — it’s sort of a nostalgia thing. 
But the trick was not to just make 
it a nice, preppy collection. So I 
added in some Irish elements for the 
guys, a touch of camo. For the girls, 
I celebrated the mod revival look. 

Yeah, you’ve only been doing 
women’s clothes for a little 
while. How is that different from 
doing menswear? 

Women can play with their personas 
in a way men can’t. They can be 
a goth girl one day and a sexy 
librarian the next. With menswear, 
you have this very limited toolbox. 
Guys don’t throw everything out 
every season. So with them, I try to 
push forward a different collar on 
a polo or a new print on a sweater. 

Any favorite items you’ve done 
forwomen? 

I’m liking skinny trousers as an 
alternative to jeans. We did them 
in tartan wools and they’ve been 
selling really well. 

Do you have a fashion icon? 

JFK Jr. He always knocked it out 
of the park with a mix of tailored 
clothing, maybe a windbreaker 
and a crazy knit hat. We lost an 
American style icon when he died.

Buckeyes 


MAKES 6-7 DOZEN For all lovers of 
chocolate and/or peanut butter, 
look no further than this recipe that 
delivers the best buckeye we’ve 
ever tasted. Plus, it’s fun to get your 
(clean!) hands dirty mixing them. 

» 2 cups Skippy peanut butter 
» 1 V2 pounds powdered sugar 
a 1 cup butter, softened 
» V2 cup graham cracker crumbs 
a 12 ounces semisweet chocolate 
chips 

» bar paraffin wax 
» Toothpicks 

Mix the peanut butter, powdered sugar, 
butter and graham cracker crumbs by 
hand. Make walnut-sized balls and place 
on a waxed-paper-lined baking sheet. 
Stick one toothpick in each ball and 
refrigerate overnight. Melt chocolate 
chips and wax in a double boiler and keep 


warm. (What’s a double boiler? See tip, 
next page.) Take each refrigerated ball 
and dip into melted chocolate, covering 
about % of it. Return each ball chocolate- 
side down to waxed-paper-lined baking 
sheet. Refrigerate until chocolate has 
completely hardened, and keep balls 
refrigerated until just before serving. 


Cranberry-Orange 

Cookies 


MAKES 4 DOZEN These sweet, chewy 
cookies introduce an unexpected 
citrus bite — a zesty departure from 
the typical chocolate offerings. 

» cup dried cranberries 

» cup granulated sugar 

» 2 cups all-purpose flour 
» 1 Vt, teaspoons baking powder 
» 1 V 2 teaspoons finely grated 
orange zest 
» ^2 teaspoon salt 



For recipes 
calling for 
sifted flour, 

measure the 
flour after 
sifting. This 
ensures a 
lighter, less 
dense cookie. 
Also, never 
pack flour when 
measuring. 

Always 
spoon it into a 
measuring cup 
and level it off 
with a knife. 


» teaspoon ground allspice 

» Pinch of ground cloves 
» 1 stick cold unsalted butter, cut 
into small pieces 
» y^ cup cranberry juice cocktail 
» V2 teaspoon red food coloring 
» y^ teaspoon vanilla extract 
» 1 large egg, lightly beaten 
» Red sanding sugar, for rolling 

Pulse the dried cranberries and 
granulated sugar in a food processor 
until the cranberries are finely ground 
and the sugar turns red. Add flour, 
baking powder, orange zest, salt, 
allspice and cloves and pulse to 
combine. Add the butter and pulse until 
the mixture looks like coarse meal. 

Combine the cranberry juice, food 
coloring and vanilla in a small bowl and 
add to the food processor along with the 
egg; pulse until a dough forms. Transfer 
the dough to a bowl, cover with plastic 
wrap and refrigerate for 1 hour. 


Preheat oven to 350 F. Line 2 baking 
sheets with parchment paper. Roll 
heaping teaspoonfuls of dough into 
balls, then roll the balls in sanding sugar 
and arrange about 1 ¥2 inches apart 
on the prepared baking sheets. Bake 
until the cookies are just set on top and 
golden on the bottom, 18 to 24 minutes. 
Let cool five minutes on the baking 
sheets, then transfer to racks to cool 
completely. (Recipe adapted from the Food 
Network Magazine) 


Bittersweets 


MAKES 2-3 DOZEN The three parts of the 
recipe combine to provide a light, 
sweet cookie with layers of texture. 

For cookie: 

» 1 cup butter, softened 
» 1 cup powdered sugar 
» V2 teaspoon salt 
» 2 teaspoons vanilla

For cookies, cream butter. Add 
powdered sugar, salt and vanilla. Cream 
together well. Gradually add flour. Shape 
into balls. Place on ungreased baking 
sheet. Press thumb into center of each, 
making a deep well. Bake at 350 F for 12 
to 14 minutes, until just golden brown. 
Allow to cool completely before filling. 

For filling, cream all ingredients 
together well. Place small amount in 
well of each cookie. Allow to set. 

For drizzle frosting, melt chocolate 
chips, butter and water in a double boiler 
over very low heat, stirring occasionally. 
Add powdered sugar. Beat until smooth. 
Line up the cookies on waxed paper, and 
then dip a fork in the chocolate mixture 
and drizzle it on the cookies. Pick up the 
cookies when the drizzle is hardened.

Heat oven to 325 F. Form dough into 


small balls of slightly different sizes to 
make heads, bodies and bottoms for each 
snowman. On a baking sheet, arrange 
three balls vertically and press down 
gently with the length 
of your finger to push 
together. Add 3 or 4 red 
cinnamon candies as 
buttons and 2 chocolate 
chips as eyes. 

Bake for 15 to 18 
minutes until just 
golden around the 
edges. Let cool completely before 
decorating. Add a line of green frosting 
between top and middle balls for a scarf. 
Use frosting across the head to attach 
half of a Reese’s Peanut Butter Cup as a 
hat.

» ^2 teaspoon ground cinnamon 
» ^2 teaspoon salt 
» 1 V 2 cups powdered sugar, 
divided 
» 1 cup pecans 

» 1 cup unsalted butter, room 
temperature 

» 1 tablespoon vanilla extract 

Preheat oven to 350 F. Whisk first four 
ingredients in a medium bowl. Combine 
y 2 cup powdered sugar and pecans in 
a food processor; pulse until coarse 
meal forms. Beat butter and vanilla 
in a medium bowl until creamy. Add 
nut mixture; beat to blend. Add dry 
ingredients; blend well (dough will be 
moist but still crumbly). Transfer to 
a work surface; knead to form a ball, 
about four turns. Measure one rounded 
tablespoon of dough; form into a ball, 
then roll into a 1 inch-long log. Gently 
bend into a crescent shape, pinching 
ends to taper (cookies may crack a bit). 
Repeat with remaining dough, spacing 
about 1 inch apart on prepped sheets. 

Bake until bottoms are golden, 12-15 
minutes. Sift remaining 1 cup powdered 
sugar into a shallow wide bowl. Working 
in batches of about 8 cookies, roll warm 
cookies gently in powdered sugar to 
coat. Transfer to wire rack to cool. Dust 
cookies with powdered sugar. (Recipe 
adapted from Bon Appetit) 


Cheddar Jalapeno 
Cookies 


MAKES 2-3 DOZEN These easy, savory 
bites help round out a range of 
flavors on a plate or in a cookie box. 

» V 2 cup butter, room 
temperature 
» V 2 teaspoon salt 
» V 2 teaspoon black pepper 
» 1 cups all-purpose flour 

» 8 ounces of extra-sharp 
Cheddar cheese, shredded 
» y^ cup pickled jalapenos, patted 
dry, chopped 

In a mixer or food processor, combine 
butter, salt and pepper until thoroughly 
blended. In a separate bowl, mix 
together flour and Cheddar. Slowly add 
the flour and cheese mixture to the 
butter mixture until the dough clears the 
sides of the mixer. Don’t over-mix. Then 
fold in jalapenos. 

Next, shape the dough into a disc, 
wrap in parchment or waxed paper and 
chill for about 20 to 30 minutes. 

Preheat oven to 350 F. On a floured 
surface, roll out dough until it is about 
a y 2 -inch thick. Using about a 2-inch 
circular cookie cutter, cut out circles and 
place on parchment-lined baking sheets. 
Bake in the center of the oven for about 
13 minutes or until cookies are golden on 
top. (Recipe adapted from Designsponge.com)

A Long, Strange 
Cinematic Trip 


Despite its flaws, the 
magic of The Hobbit' 
is worth the voyage

“The Hobbit" has some flaws. There 
are a Lot of flashbacks, some of 
which serve no real purpose, and 
there is a Lot of silent glowering, all 
of which serves no real purpose. 

The 48-frames-per- 
second projection is a 
stunning step forward 
in technology, but it 
occasionally does a 
weird stutter-step 
thing I can't quite 
figure out. Martin 
Freeman, as Bilbo, 
doesn't have enough to do, and the 
whole film sometimes seems to exist 
solely to set up the next two. 

But. Oh, there's a but. What's good 
about “The Hobbit" is so good that it 
makes any nitpicks extra-picky. I cried 
twice. I forgot to breathe multiple 
times, most noticeably for the first 
10 minutes, when the picture on

the screen was so Lifelike it Looked, 
well, alive. Even though the film is a 
bladder-busting two hours and 45 
minutes, I didn't get up to go to the 
bathroom (those who know me know 
this is an amazing feat). I spent every 
battle scene with my sweaty hands 
clutching each other. And the scene 
where Bilbo meets GoLLum (Andy 
Serkis) is a spot of pure brightness. 

It calls so much attention to Serkis' 
motion-captured strengths that it's 
almost distracting, but I guess director 
Peter Jackson is pushing to get Serkis 
that Oscar nomination he deserves. 

There are weaknesses in “The 
Hobbit," but there are moments of 
magic, the kind of enchantment you 
feel to the tips of your toes. And those 
make the ride utterly worthwhile.

As the first of director Peter 
Jackson’s trilogy — the prequel to 
“The Lord of the Rings” — “The 
Hobbit: An Unexpected Journey” 
may well please the franchise’s most 
devoted fans. 

But purely on its own terms, “An 
Unexpected Journey” can’t be seen 
as anything but a disappointment, a 
dreary, episodic series of lumbering 
walk-talk-fight sequences that often 
looks less like genuine cinema than 
a large-scale video game. 

It all starts promisingly enough, 
with the Hobbit in question. Bilbo 
Baggins (Ian Holm), recalling an 
episode 60 years ago when he was 
coaxed out of his comfort zone 


by the prodigiously bearded and 
behatted Gandalf (Ian McKellen). 
Flashing back six decades, “An 
Unexpected Journey” takes up at 
that juncture, when Gandalf first 
visits the shy and happily settled 
Bilbo (played as a young Hobbit 
by Martin Freeman), later inviting 
a company of dispossessed dwarfs 
who long to return to their native 
kingdom on Lonely Mountain. 

“An Unexpected Journey” 
chronicles that mission, which 
here primarily entails the dwarfs’ 
evasion and escape from ores. 

Unfortunately, it’s a bloated, 
shockingly tedious trudge that 
looks both overproduced and 
unforgivably cheesy, annhornaday

Choosing Bill Murray to play Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt looks like a blatant 
case of stunt casting, the kind of 
attention-grabbing gambit inspired 
more by marketing than verisimil- 
itude. But within a few minutes of 
“Hyde Park on Hudson,” it becomes 
clear that Murray makes an inspired 
choice, melding flawlessly with Roo- 
sevelt’s own hidden depths. 

This alternately charming and 
unsettling story transpires over the 
course of a pivotal summer week- 
end in 1939, when Britain’s King 
George VI visited FDR’s Hudson 
Valley estate in order to gain the 
president’s support in the coming

war. That was also a time, the movie 
suggests, when Roosevelt was pur- 
suing one of a number of extramar- 
ital affairs, in this case with a dis- 
tant cousin named Daisy Suckley. 

Suckley, played by a washed- 
out-looking Laura Linney, narrates 
“Hyde Park on Hudson,” which

begins with her being unexpect- 
edly summoned to take tea with 
the 32nd president, divert him with 
companionable conversation and 
take a look at his stamp collection. 
“You must have met aU of them,” she 
says, looking at the images of world 
leaders spread before her. “Not all of 
them,” he murmurs, as the camera 
rests on Hitler. “Not yet.” 

“Hyde Park on Hudson” both 
celebrates and gently skewers aris- 
tocratic mores, the high-WASP art 
of not noticing and an ancient cul- 
tural era when love affairs and 
a president’s polio could actual- 
ly be kept secret. Precisely where 
the line should be drawn between 
appearance and reality in polit- 
ical stagecraft — international, 
domestic or intimate — is a ques- 
tion the film wisely leaves view- 
ers to answer for themselves.

'CentraL Park Five’ 
examines the case of 
five teens wrongfuLLy 
convicted of rape 

Film Review 

Both meticulous and inflammato- 
ry, the documentary “The Central 
Park Five” re-examines the notori- 
ous 1989 case of the Central Park 
jogger, a horrifying assault in which 
Trisha Meili, a 28-year-old Manhat- 
tanite, was beaten, raped and left 
for dead while on her evening run. 
More specifically, the movie looks at 
another horrifying fact: Five teenag- 
ers — four black and one Latino — 
were arrested, tried and sentenced 
to stiff prison terms for the crime, 
only to be exonerated 10 years ago, 
after the real attacker confessed. 

How could this second crime 
have occurred? The film asks that 
question but only partiy answers it. 

Directed by Ken Burns, his 
daughter Sarah Burns and her hus- 
band, David McMahon, with a tone 
of measured outrage, the film pow- 
erfully argues that racism explains

everything. And it probably does 
explain a lot. In a prologue, the film- 
makers set the stage, painting an 
edgy city in an edgy time of wide 
economic disparity and simmering 
class resentment that sometimes 
boiled over into violence. The attack 
of a young, upwardly mobile white 
woman, allegedly by a “wolf pack,” 
as many news reports described it, 
crystallized widespread fears and 
prejudices. 


It didn’t matter that the five 
youngsters’ confessions didn’t line 
up with one another (or even with 
the known facts of the case) or that 
the DNA evidence found on the vic- 
tim matched none of theirs. The nar- 
rative of children run amok in the

streets — or “wilding,” as it became 
known — coincided with what the 
filmmakers suggest we wanted to 
believe about social collapse at the 
end of the 20th century. 

Burns and his collaborators 
make a convincing case. But a few

Just another day on the commuter-flight 
circuit, untila dab of turbulence and a de- 
fective planesend Whip, hiscrewand his 
passengers on a spectacularly terrifying 
controlled dive from which the pilot will 
emerge a hero. Only a handful of people 
knowthathe’sasulliedSullenberger.The 
twist is that the arrogance and illusion of 


invulnerability that could keep him from 
saving his own life are the very qualities 
that help make him an excellent pilot, a.h. 
KILLING THEM SOFTLY (R, 97 minutes) 
Asa new entry under the heading What 
Hath Tarantino Wrought, “Killing Them 
Softly" possesses a modicum of swag- 
ger and style, even as it perpetuates 
some ofthe crime genre’s more tedious 
cliches, from slow-motion savagery to 
facile cynicism. Anchored by a terrific 
lead performance from Brad Pitt, this 
alternately bitterly funny and labored 
gangland parable might have felt 
bracingly new in an era before Quentin 
Tarantino and successors like David 



James Gandolf ini’s small part in “Kill- 
ing Them Softly" turns out to be one of 
the film’s few pleasant surprises. 
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Chase and Martin McDonagh conferred 
their profane blessing on the marriage 
of brutal screen violence and operatic, 
self-aware dialogue. Instead, any alle- 
gorical efforts feel strained, completely 
at odds with the air of seedy spontaneity 
that graces the film’s most indelible 
and even delectable moments, a.h. 

© LIFE OF PI (PG, 127 minutes) 
The story of Piscine Molitor 
Patel, also known as Pi, “Life 
of Pi" begins with an Edenic panorama 
of his youth, which was spent in a small 
zoo run by his father in the former 
French colony of Pondicherry, India. 
When the Patels decide to move to 
Canada, taking the animals with them 
on a cargo ship, the trip is interrupted 
by a ruinousstorm, resulting in Pi being 
thrown overboard, his only salvation a 
lifeboat he must share with the zoo’s fe- 
rocious Bengaltiger, Richard Parker. Pi’s 
journey with Richard Parkerformsthe 
spine of “Life of Pi," which director Ang 
Lee infuses with the graphic, stylized 
boldness of illustration and moments 
of dazzling poetry and intimacy, a.h. 

O LINCOLN (PG-13, 149 min- 
utes) A peculiar, powerful 
alchemy takes hold in “Lin- 
coln," Steven Spielberg’s masterful 
portrait of the 16th U.S. president. 
Through that strange mix of realism, 
artifice, intimacyandscopethatcinema 
uniquely possesses, viewers find them- 
selves transported to 19th-century 
Washington, where Abraham Lincoln 
— portrayed in a surpassingly sympa- 
thetic performance by Daniel Day-Lewis 
— has just been re-elected to a second 
term. Spielberg infuses “Lincoln" with 


energy, acumen, surprising humor and 
the unabashed affection for his sub- 
ject that most Americans will wholly 
understand and probably share, a.h. 
PLAYING FOR KEEPS (PG 13, 106 
minutes) A dreary, dismally unfunny 
excuse for a romantic comedy, “Playing 
for Keeps" isan undistinguished, impact- 
free watch-checker that will soon 
be vaguely distracting transatlantic 
travelers who forgot to carry on their 
iPads. As a former soccer star roped into 
coaching hisson’samateurteam, Gerard 
Butlerturnson hisnativeScottish brogue 
and unshaven “charm" in fending off the 
advancesofthevarioussoccer moms who 
throw themselves at him with libidinous 
abandon. This clunky by-the-numbers 
place-holderservesto remind usallwhat 
dreck Hollywood is capable of pawning 
off on unsuspecting audiences, a.h. 
RED DAWN (PG-13, 94 minutes) 
There’s good news and bad news about 
“Red Dawn," a remake of the 1984 action 
film about high school kids from the 
American heartland forced to become 
guerrilla warriors when their small town 
is invaded by foreign troops. This amped- 
up retread, which substitutes North 
Korean soldiersfortheoriginalSoviet bad 
guy, is a big improvement. The bad news: 
That’s not saying much. Jed, a brooding 
Marine on home leave, is left in charge 
of his brother Matt and several of Matt’s 
teenage friends. Jed quickly recruits the 
kids to the cause of resistance, and 
the rest of the film is spent showing 
their training and tactics, m.o. 

RISE OF THE GUARDIANS 
(PG, 97 minutes) The arrival 
of the bogeyman, known as 




What do Jack Frost, the Easter Bunny, Santa Claus and the Sandman have in com- 
mon? For starters, they’re all part of the “Rise of the Guardians" team. 
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Pitch Black (Jude Law), sets the story in 
motion. Pitch isthebringerof nightmares. 
His resurgence mobilizes the Guardians 
— Santa Claus, the Easter Bunny, the 
Tooth Fairy and the Sandman — who 
must accept the help of the untested 
and somewhat irresponsible young 
fifth spirit.

SILVER LININGS PLAYBOOK 
(R, 117 minutes) As the movie opens, 
Pat Solitano (Bradley Cooper) is being 
discharged from a psychiatric facility, 
having been sent thereafter an incident 
involving his estranged wife. Meanwhile, 
he meets Tiffany (Jennifer Lawrence), 
a sharp-tongued young widow with 
an acute nonsense-detector and a 
knack for brutal honesty equaled 
only by Pat’s own impulsive, socially 
disastrous candor. From the moment 
they meet and compare medication 
history, Pat and Tiffany settle into a 
staccato, argumentative rhythm, a.h. 

O SKYFALL (PG-13, 145 minutes) 
To succeed, a James Bond 
movie must traffic in equal 
parts sophistication and pure 
preposterousness, a winking willingness 
not to take itself so very seriously, but 
with writing, acting and production 
values of the highest order. All of those 
elements are on hand in “Skyfall," 
which at the outset finds Bond (Daniel 
Craig) in Istanbul, pursuing a bad guy 
through bazaars and over rooftops in 
a ludicrous motorcycle chase that at 
one point finds Bond making a wittily 
blase entrance into a moving train 
car. That episode will somehow go all 
pear-shaped, though, sending Bond into 
something of an existential spiral, a.h.

In the title role 
of a hulking destroyer who’s only good 
at smashing things but who dreams of 
becoming a hero, John C. Reilly manages 
to evoke the pathos of an outsider. And 


Sarah Silverman is pretty perfect as 
VanellopevonSchweetz, a tomboyish pre- 
adolescent driver in a kiddie drag-racing 
game.
